Leaders to Blame For Dar¬ 
danelles Failure, Says 
Commission 


LanSon’ Nov. n —(AtMoUltd 

Prtna )—The report of the Commis¬ 
sion which has been Investigating the 
disastrous Dardanelles expedition of 
1811, made public yesterday, finds 
that when it was decided to send an 
expedition to QalllpoU aufflclent con¬ 
sideration WSJ not given to measures 
necessary to success and ths dlfft- 
culties of the operation were much 
undereetlmated at the outset. All 
the decisions taken and the provt 
slons for the expedition, according to 
the report, were based on the assump¬ 
tion that If a landing were effected 
the resistance would be alight and 
the advance rapid. 

By Chief of Staff. 

The members of the Commission 
believe that the conditions for a mil¬ 
itary attack should have been studied 
and a general plan prepared by the 
Chief of the General Staff. UeuL- 
General James Wolfe Murray, while 
it was the duty of the Secretary for 
War to see that this was done. 

The Commission recognises the 
personal gallantry, energy and de¬ 
termination to win at all coeu of 
General Sir Ian Hamilton, Comman- 
der-ln-Chlef of the expedlUon. and 
also that the task was one of the 
most extreme difficulty, more so as 
the aulhortUes at hones at first mis¬ 
conceived the nature and duration 
of the operations. 

Statement Needed. 

The Corarolealoners think it would 
have been well had Sir Ian examin¬ 
ed the more critical situation dli- 
closed on the first landings, imparti¬ 
ally weighing t^e probablllUes of auc- 
cesa or failfure—having regard for 
I his raeourcee—and submitted to the 
War Secretary a comprehensive alate- 
menC The Commissioners believe 
that after the advice of General Sir 
Charles C. Monroe, who succeeded 
General Hamilton a# commander of 
the expedition.

London. Nov. 18.—"In whichever 
direction we go we are marching luto j 
a fog," said Mr. Lloyd George In the 
Commons yesterday afternoon while 
speaking dprlng the debate on Rus- 
ela. 

He referred to the operatlooe of 
Admiral Kolchak, and emphastsed the 
enormous dletancee and the diffi¬ 
culty bf Britain halplng Kolchak. 

"There are countries," he declaj^, 
"In a much better position to help 
Kolchak than we. These powers are 
' next door. They are In the eWance. 
1 do not wish to be considered as 
criticising them, but If there has beou 
failure. It Is not our failure.* 

Pointing out that nobody knew 
what Central Russia wanted, and 
that any attadu on Bolshevism car¬ 
ried beyond a certain point bad fail¬ 
ed. the Prime Mtnleter declared that, 
with Groat Britain's own burdens. It 
was quite Impossible ,to go on finan¬ 
cing civil war In Russia indefinitely.

j Colonial SpeyeUry. Mr. Squire Is 
leader of the forces which success¬ 
fully opposed the Government party 
In the recent election for the New¬ 
foundland Legislature. His chief 
ally. W. M. Coaker. head of the Fish¬ 
ermen’s Union, who represents the 
largest laboring element In the col¬ 
ony. wes made Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries. 

The other members of the Cabinet 
are William Warren. Minister of Jus- 
tico: Henry Brownrlgg. Minister of 
Finance; Waller Halfyard. Arthur 
Bamea. George Shea. Alexander 
Cempbeli and Samuel Foote, Minis¬ 
ters without portfolio. 

Nkw holders of portfolio outside 
the Ckablnet are Wm. Jenkins. Public 
Works, and Wm.

The portfolio of Affriculture is still 
vacant. 

It is expected that at the next esa- 
slon of the Legislature Mlnietries of 
Poet Office and Education will be 
created, to be filled by two of the 
present MlnieUrs without portfolio, 
end thet tbe Ministry for MlUUa cre¬ 
ated for tbe war will be suppreased.

By con^ting to waive the "monopoly clause" 
in connection with the Johnson Street bridge 
agreement the Canadian Pacific Railway Com¬ 
pany has,removed what appears to be the last 
obstacle to decisive action towards this public im¬ 
provement. According to a communication from 
its solicitor the company claims no' special right 
to exclusive privileges in respect of freight traffic 
ovfr the proposed joint structure. In other 
words, when the British Columbia Electric Rail¬ 
way Company sees fit to connect its oity system 
with Victoria 'West by way of this contemplated 
Johnson Street extension its freight traffic across 
the viaduct will not be conditional upon* obser¬ 
vance of specific regulations imposed by its com¬ 
peting line. All of which means complete civic 
control over the city’s person of the bridge. 

It may be taken for granted at this stage that 
the new agreement now under preparation by the 
C. P. R. will be completely acceptable to the 
City Council and wrill dispose of further discus¬ 
sion. As a controversy it is almost a decade old 
and perhaps no single subject of municipal im¬ 
portance has engaged so much attention since the 
city’s incorporation in 1862. On numerous oc¬ 
casions mntual agreement has fallen short by the 
narrowest margin. This time, however, nothing 
should stand in the way of an early submission 
of a by-law to the people. Under the proposed ar¬ 
rangement for the distribution of cost the Prov¬ 
ince will contribute $200,000, the C. P. R. $100,000, 
and the city, approximately, $420,000., As a logi¬ 
cal means to civic development the work is es¬ 
sential; as a partial remedy for unemployment 
it is'cqiially urgent.

It Is reported that the‘'demands 
of the N. T. K. seamen have been 
granted, with but alight modiflca- 
tlona, and the danger of a Japanese 
seamen's strike has apparently come 
to an end. 

The movement was started about 
two months ago when It was alleged 
by the Japanese seamen that greater 
consideration had been given to em¬ 
ployees working ashore than to of¬ 
ficers and sailors at sea. 

It seems that certain demands 
were presented to the management 
of the N. ’y. K.. but there was no Ilka- 
Uhood of the demands being conced¬ 
ed. with the result that an Important 
member of the staff, who acted be¬ 
tween tha directors and the seamen, 
was reported to have resigned. 

It appears that the agitators re¬ 
doubled their efforts on the recent 
re'tum of Baron Kondo. president of 
the company, to Japan. Matters are 
said to have developed to such a seri¬ 
ous stage aa to cause the fear that 
tha November sailings ^ould have to 
be postponed. 


CoL R. B. Teusler, United gftates 
Red Cross Comratasloner for Siberia, 
paints a gloomy picture of conditions 
In Siberia, according to advices re¬ 
ceived here .by the Empress of Rus¬ 
sia. Col. Tausler was recently In 
Yokohama from Siberia, and speak¬ 
ing of that unhappy country he is re¬ 
ported as follows: 

"The outlook for the spread of ty¬ 
phus in Siberia this winter Is much 
more serious than last, owing to the 
collapse of the Kolchak offensive dur¬ 
ing the past summer and the conse¬ 
quent increase in the number of refu¬ 
gees (feeing from the Bolshevik Ad¬ 
vance. 

"The most Important problem fac¬ 
ing the American Rad Croaa In Si¬ 
beria is the fearful sanitary sitas- 
tlon and the Increasing spread of ty¬ 
phus, typhoid aad recurrent fevers, 
which are devastating Central and 
Western Siberia The influx of refu¬ 
gees as a Asult of tha partial evacu¬ 
ation of Omsk will cause further 
overcrowding along tha railroad and 
In the cities, and this will add to the 
spread of the Infection. 

Typhua Casas 

"During early October there were 
f.OPO typhus patients in Irkutsk and 
1,000 at Inokenttfskaya a few verats 
beyond who were held In box cars 
awaiting hospital accommodation. 
Throughout Western Siberia tha hos¬ 
pital accommodation consists of emp¬ 
ty barracks, provided with platforms 
on which the patients are placed In 
two or three tiers. In must instances 
they have no blanketa or food and no 
nurses. Ths only care is provided 
by convalescent typhua jiaUents who 
are themaelves too weak to give ade¬ 
quate aaelstaoce. 

"On account of the congestion in 
the hospitals and the lack ot doctors 
and nurses the patients often have no 
baths. As they have from three to 
six weeks in dirty box cars before 
they arrive at the hospital they are. 
of course, covered with 
moot of them are In rags.
